A MISSISSIPPI HORROK. 


FRIGHTFUL SAVAGBRY AMONG THB PAOPLE— 
A DISGRACE TO @LVILIZATION, 


Menivran, Miss,, Mayl.—The following 
is w statement of the causes which led to 
Thursday's tragedy:—Woveral years since, 
in DeKalb County, BonjRush, a native 
white Republican, fired at John W. Gully, 
Democrat, missing him, but killing his 
brother, Samuel Gully. John thereupon 
fired, desperately. wounding Rush, who 
finally recovered, since which time a deadly 
feud has existed between them, 

Last December Gully was waylaid, shot, 
and seriously wounded by Rush, who has 
not since bewn seen, However Joho W. 
Gally was shot Thursday evening and two 
colored mon made an affldavit that Bon. 
Rush did the deed and that J udge Chisholm 
who ran for Congress on the Republican 
ticket last olection, his son, Gilmer Rosen. 
baum and Hopper, prominent white 
Republicans, knew of and instigated the 
crime, Chisholm and son were arrested 
and imprisoned at, DeKalb, Mrs, Chisholm 
and daughters insisted on sharing their 
confinement. Ono Sanday Ohisholm sont 
Boooba for Gilmer, for whom a warrant 
had been issued, Gilmer came, and on nis 
arrival was arrested, but jast as ho arrived 

at tho jail ho was set upon by a mob and 
killed, Tho jailor was then overpowered 
bythe mob, who immediately attacked 
Chisholm, mortally wounding him and 
killing bis son, Miss Chisholm, in defond- 
ing her father, shot and killed Dr, Rossi, 
Mrs. Ohishola severely wounded young 
Gully, a son of John Gully, who was assas- 
sinated, Mis Ohisholm was also serlously 
wounded, Rosenbaum and Hopper were 
earried to the woods by the mob to extort 
from them the whereabouts of Rush, the 
alloged assassin of Gully. Whon last hoard 
from, some weeks ago, Rush was in Arkan- 
ass, Itis supposed Rosenbaum and Hop- 
peor were hanged. A reported horrible 
state of affairs is oxlsting throughout that

The three principal Rauoes, | 
brother, and son, arrived, aod the Rances 
expressed their desire to tacritice them- 
selves. The brother tried to dissuade them, 
but he failed, ana the funoral pyre. was 
prepared with sandal-wood, resin, and a 

| large quantity of ghee. When the arrange: 
ments had been made the ladies bathed, 
and performed poojah, and made presents 
to the Brahmins’ The next step was they 
tock measures for the government of the 
country and to maintain peace ; then gou- 
eral directions were given to the brother- 
in-lay. Their last act was to relieve some 
prisoners. They then entered tho funeral 
pyre uuconcernedly, muttering prayers. 
The corpse was then laid on ite back, and 
the eldest Runeo took its head in her lap, 
and the two othére took the fevt. They 
were then surrounded by odorous, combne~ 
tibles, and the Ranees gozed upon the fea- 
tures of their husband, as if forgetful of 
every other consideration. The tire was 
then applied by his son, and all was over 
io a few minutes.

MR. GLADSTONE'S RESOLUTIONS 
AMENDED, 


A TUMULTUOUS SCENE. 
Mr. Gladstone's Explanations. 


Lonpox, May 7.—The debste on Mr. 
Gladstone's resolutions began this after- 
noon. A dense crowd was present, includ- 
ing Prince Louis Napoleon and other dis- 
tinguished foreigners, The Peers’ galleries 
were fall, 


Mr. Aytoun gave notica that he would 
ask Mr. Hardy, Szcretary of State for the 
War Department, to-morrow, whether it is 
true that a special list has been prepsred 
for certain regiments for foreign service, 
including a brigade of Guards, 


Mr. Gladstone accepted an amendment to 
the second resolution as follows :—‘* That 
the House is of opinion that the Porte, by 
its conduct towards its subject populations 
and its refusal to give guarautees for their 
better government, has forfeited all slaim 
to the moral and material support of Great 
Britain.” 

Mr. Gledstone gave notice of his inton- 
tion to move the first and second, but not 
the other resolutions, 


The Marquis of Hartingvon thought these 
resolutions might receive general support, 
and asked Sir John Lubbock to withdraw 
his wotion for the previous question, and 
the latter consented. There was a most 
tumultuous scene. 


Sir Stafford Northcoty thought the House 
was placed in w ridiculous position, but of 
two unpleasantnesses he would choore the 
least and go ou with the debate, 

The House flually agreed to allow Mr, 
Giadatone to move his resvlutions with Mr, 
Trovelyan’s amendment. The third and 
fourth resolutions were abandoned,

The large Devonshire hats and feather 
turbans promise to be the favorite round 
hats for ladies’ wear during the fall and 
winter, saysafashion journal.

scarf, very wide, and in loose folds, held 
by a red gilt and steel brooch. A bird 
of paradise, with its golden plumage, is 
on the left side. These hats aro callod 
coaching hats, and will be very popular 
in dark Ruasian greon felt, trimined with 
ribbon or velyet of the samo shade and 
ostrich tips eld by an ornamental

The truth is that the dread of Russia 
periodically becomes a blind, unreasoning 
ic The authors and the victims of it 
Leap os seem to reflect that other States 
might easily be credited with equal or great- 
er powers of mischief. Look at Germany. 
No country ever gained #0 gigantic a power 
in a shorter time, and sho has won it by 
hard fighting. It the course of a few years 
she has put Denmark, Austria, and France 
under her feet. She has darted from a 
position of despised feablenoss to a height 
of supremacy to which we must go back for 
a parallel to the first French Empire, Her 
enemies say that she is ambitious and ag- 
ive; that she covets some parts of Rus- 
sian territory; that she will some day seize 
the German Provinces of Austria; that she 
will not permit France to remain a Great 
Power; that the shadow of her vast ambi- 
tion is osst as far as the rich corn lands of 
the Balkan Peninsula; and that she will 
yet confront England on the North Sea. 
These are wildconjectures or wilder fictions. 
They belong to the domain of imaginative 
politics, The truth is that Germany, so 
far from being a menace to Europe, isa 
great element of stability.
